THAT SALARY GRAB. 


Traced to Mr. Hamer and His 


Crowd. Why It Did Not Reach 


the Council Last Night. 


The salary grab scheme did not ma- 


terialize at Monday evenitig's council 
meeting and the only reason that can be 
given for the non-appearance of that 
ast straw to break a suffering people's 
good nature is the obvious effect it would 
have on the fate of the minority at the 
polls in the city election. 


The hand ot Mr. Hamer was seen in its 


sly workings in Che whole matter. The 
announcement of the scheme was given 


^ito the Hamer journal and was spread 


on its Danes as a righteous thing for the 
poor man of ability who cannot give his 
time for nothing to the city. "Make the 
offices worth fighting for and then we 
will light for them," was the implied con- 
fession of the vicious plan. 


The framers of the charter, men of all 


political faiths and men of great and small 
ireanSjWere unanimous in the opinion that 
the salary of the office of mayor should 
not be high enough to make it worth a 
contest by scheming politicians at the 
polls. It was the unanimous opinion of 
the committe framing the charter that a 
desire and the privilege to serve the pub- 
lic in the capacity of mayor, that the 
honor of the office should he the whole 
compensation practically. 


The shout that only men of wealth could 


afiord to accept the office of mayor with 
the small salary attached has little weight 
in face of this, and with other obvious 
considerations. It was seriously consid- 
ered at the tim« of framing the charter 
whether the office of mayor should not be 
left without a salary, and the amount de- 
cided upon was accepted largely because 
it was the opinion of some that good men 
with small means should be allowed soma- 
thing for the expenses that the office in- 
curs. 


But the Hamer men, the professing 


guardians of the public purse and. the 
public honesty, are the first toVome for- 
ward and say that the salary of the mayor 
should be increased to the point where it 
would t<ni it unscrupulous politicians to 
make a ruati for office. 
And this comes 


from them on what they they think is the 
eve of their victory and their ascendancy 
to power. 
So outrageously flagrant in 


their disregard for the city's permanent 
interest and well being at the very start 
of their machinations what will it be if 
the fates arc ever so adverse as to allow 
these men the shadow of power over the 
city's conduct.

Qeorge P. Lawrence of this city, the 


young man who might be very properly 
called "Berkshire's pride," was sworn ID 
as congressman from the first Massachu- 
setts district at Washington Monday, to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
the late A. B. Wright. There were five 
new members sworn in. Mr. Walker, the 
dean of the new delegation, was charged 
with the duty of presenting the creden- 
tials of Mr. Lawrence, and was on his 
feet when the call of the roll of members 
was concluded.

"Mr. Lawrence of Massachusetts, mem- 


ber-elect from that state from the first 
district is ready to take the oath of 
office," said Mr. Walker. The ciedential 
was then read, with the signature of 
Governor Wolcott attached, and Mr. 
Walker and Mr. Lawrence joined the 
group of four other now members with 
their sponsars, which had formed in the 
area in front of Speaker Reed. The Mas- 
sachusetts men stood near the center of 
the croup, each with a pink carnation in 
his buttonhole. Mr. Lawrence held up 
his right hand during the reading of the 
oath and listened intently to its solemn 
pledge?. Ilia hand was cordially grasped 
by Mr, Walker when the ceremony was 
over, and the group broke up. 


Mr. Lav.-rent'e somewhat unexpectedly 


got an opportunity to make a brief speech 
to the house on tho very d iy of taking 
his seat, which is unujuai. 
It was de- 


cided among the Massachusetts members 
that the proprieties ot Ihe occasion re- 
quired some mark of respect by the 
House to tho memory of the late Repre- 
sentative Wright, who died during tho 
racess. It was obvious that Judge Law- 
rence was fche man to make the motion 
that the House adjourn out of respect to 
ibe memory of his dead predecessor. Mr. 
Lawrence accordingly toolv measures to 
ascertain when the necessary business 
of the house would be concluded and to 
combine his brief tribute on the occasion 
with the motion to adjourn. He found 
that Represetative Allen of Mississippi 
desired tho house to take notice also ot 
the death of Senator George which occur- 
red during the recess, and accordingly

While there are some improvements 
whlc'h 1 should like to see made, I tiurak 
we shall be able to get along if we do not 
pet any cuiiency legislation; and as the 
situation preheats itself now, it looks as 
if it inig'hil be impracticable to secure 
legislation on the lines of tlic president's 
reiommondations. Tho 
recommenda- 


tions in regard to Cuba are humane and 
consulei-ate." 


Chairman Ding-ley of Maine said: "The 


message i& a practical state pap&r which 
w'ill be generally approved. The presi- 
dent pu:-c-nts some excellent sugges- 
tions as to the currency. 
What t/he 


prcsid-cnt says relative to Cuba will, I 
have no, doubt, meet the hearty ap- 
prot Al of the be-st sentiment of the count- 
try." 


Senator Hale: "The recommendations 


in 1-op-a.rJ to Cuba are in all respects ad- 
mirable, and one with vvSiieh I am much 
pleased. On the subject of the finances, 
tho president does not press (orimmedi- 
ate action, and as for myself I do not be- 
lieve that such would be possible under 
the circumstances." 


Senator Hoar said: "It strt ?1: mo as 


a wise, compact and carefully considf red 
document. The portion of it relating to 
Cli' a is mo.^t excellent." 


Senator Chandler said: "I am es- 


pecially pleased with the president's 
evirifnt intention to maintain a pollev in 
tho interest rt international bimetall im. 
I regret Ms opposition to intervention la 
bobr.lt of Cuban independence " 


Kcpre?cntatKe D'ofiner u" Iowa said. 


"The president's mes^ejje is a clear a.nj 
conservative statemart of the national 
situation. It will meet general popular 
approval. T1ie American people are 
perfectly willing to trust to the wisdom 
oi President McKinley to deal with the 
Cuban insurrection. As to the currency 
question, the president's omission to urge 
in detail the most radical reforms pro- 
posed by Secretary Gage indicates that 
he will exercise a good deal of charity 
toward corogressi if that body should fall 
to gret together on the question."

nications from the board of health for 
your consideration.

nance concerning the sale of milk. 
This 


is an important subject and is one that is 
receiving much attention in other cities. 
The proposed ordinance has been care- 
fully drawn aud I recommend it to your 
best attention. 


"The second is in relation to the estab- 


lishment of a hospital for contagious 
diseases by the city. The board of heallh 
presents the subject in a clear and vigor- 
ous way and as it is governed by the 
statute law of the commonwealth, I 
recommend tbat your honorable body 
take such action as may he necessary to 
comply with the law and at the same 
time aid the board of estimate in making 
out the list of appropriations for the en- 
suing year.

An ordinance was introduced with ref- 


erence to the inspection of cattle and tbe 
vessels and barns of milk peddlers.

The milk or- 
dinance and the hospital matter were 
referred to the committee on ordinances 
and tha matter about petitioning the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad and tho Fitohburg 
railroad to pave their yards in this city 
was allowed, the mayor being instructed 
to petition according to the recommen- 
dation of tho board of health and the 
commissioner of public works aud the 
city engineer.
